Shadow on 
Holidays

This Christmas season is saddened 
by our sacrifices in Korea, and by 
the shadow of a third world war 
that daily becomes more ominous. 
Such a war will endanger our cher- 
ished liberties as none has done be- 
fore, and the war will be brought to 
our cities as no foreign invader has 
done for well over 100 years. 

We are now engaged in fighting 
Chinese “volunteers”, as the polite 
fiction terms it. Were we to fight 
the government of communist China 
officially, it would automatically be- 
come a war against Russia. We 
could expect little aid from others 
in such a war. We could survive 
only because of our industrial su- 
periority, for our manpower is far 
inferior to that of our potential en- 
emies, 

They would, therefore, seek to 
strike at our industrial power in 
a sudden atomic attack, ‘crippling 
us before our own atomic bombs 
could be used. Civilian defense is 
the key to our ability to “vet up 
off the floor and fight back.”

They received a “much clearer 
picture and better understandine of 
the nate of the crisis which con- 
sronts the nation than they ever 
had before. The real question is one 
of national survival.” 

The special conference is called 
to permit responsible state officials 
to sit down with representatives of 
the cities and agree specifically on 
just what to do and how to do it. 

Our mission is not just to protect 
the lives and property of all the 
people in order to protect our pro- 
ductive capacity, and to retain our 
will and ability to prosecute a war. 

Menlo Park will be represented in 
Sacramento by our principal civil 
defense personnel.

Any veteran in San Mateo county 
who was a California resident at the 
time he entered military Service or 
who was born in this state has reas 
son for filing without delay his ap. 
plication for eligibility for the State’s 
low-cost farm and home financing 
program. Floyd D. Granger, veterans 
service officer, San Mateo county 
explains the reason this way: 

“The state military ang veterans 
codes provides that if a veteran dies 
after establishing his eligibility for 
the farm and home purchase pro. 
gram benefits, his widow may be able 
to make use of those benefits. If he 
has failed to file an application, 
however, there is no provision in the 
law by which his widow can get this 
low-interest home financing.” 

Many veterans, according to 
Granger, wait until they are ready 
to submit farms or homes for ap- 
praisal by the state department of 
veterans affairs before applying 
for their certificate of eligibility, 
By this delay, he said, they risk de. 
priving their family of this benefit, 

The application form, copies of 
which are available at the veterans 
service office, courthouse, Redwood 
City, is a simple one. It is sent to 
Sacramento along with a copy of the 
veteran’s discharge, and the certifi- 
cate of eligibility is mailed to the 
veterans, to be retained by him un. 
til he actually enters into contract 
with the state for purchase of a farm 
or home. 

Under the state program, an elig- 
ible and qualified veteran (or his 
widow, if he has established eligibil- 
ity and subsequently died) may be 
advanced up to $7500 on the pur- 
chase of a home which qualifies un- 
der the appraisal limitations govern- 
ing the “Cal-Vet” program. 

Interest on the purchase con- 
tracts is currently 3 per cent, 
Granrer reported. In addition, the 
contract holder enjoys a substan- 
tial saving on fire insurance. A 
low-cost home protection plan of 
life insurance provides clear title 
to the property for the veteran’s 
family in the event of his death 
before the contract is paid in full. 

“It does no harm, and may do a 
tremendous amount of good, to have 
an application on file and approved,” 
Granger concluded. “Actually, there 
are more than 150,000 World War II 
veterans who have taken this step 
without intending for some time yet 
to submit property for state financ- 
ing.” 

Further information and an ex- 
planatory booklet are available to 
interested veterans at the veterans 
service office.
